WILMINGTON - Al Cuoco’s 
newest book, Mathematical 
Connections - A Companion 
for Teachers and Others pro- 
vides a helping hand to high 
school mathematics teachers 
across the country. 

Cuoco, a 1965 graduate of 
Wilmington High School and 
current Wilmington resident, 
has been the Director of the 
Center for Mathematics 
Education (CME) for the past 
twelve years, CME, a 50-person 
division of Massachusetts’ 
Education Development Center 
(EDC), promotes high-quality 
mathematics education. 

The idea for the book was 
born some four or five years 
ago while Cuoco’s group was 
working in a number of differ- 
ent high schools field-testing a 
course developed for seniors 
called The CME Project. 
Throughout the process, CME 
workers consulted frequently 
with high school teachers. 

"Almost all of them told us 
that much of the mathematics 
in-the later years of the pro- 
gram was either new to them or 
buried deep in their undergrad- 
uate” backgrounds," Cuoco 
explains in the book’s introduc- 
fieon. "Together we came up 
with the idea for this book.” 
-Mathematical Connections is 
fiot a textbook, nor is it a teach- 
ing guide for The CME Project. 
Instead, the book focuses on 
some of the topics that form the 
folndations for high school 
Mathematics with an eye on 
“mathematical ways of think- 
ing." The more than 400 exer- 
cises presented in 
Mathematical Connections are 


familiar to high, school mathe-

matics curricula and include 
finding patterns, polynomial 
functions, trigonometric identi- 
.ties, the complex numbers, and 
counting problems. One of the 
aspects unique to this book, 
however, is its ability to reveal 
‘the connections between all of 
those topics - the common 
thread that runs through alge- 
bra, arithmetic, combinatorics, 
geometry, and calculus. 

The book is accessible to var- 
ious levels of reader, but may 
be especially appreciated by 
practicing and prospective 
teachers. 

"Mathematics has a tradition 
of presenting results in a logi- 
cal and deductive style that 
shows how every fact can be 
deduced from previous ones," 
Cuoco says. "This is an 
extremely efficient, and often 
elegant, way of presenting 
one’s results. What's missing 
from these presentations are

the long periods of work that 
lead up to the final polished 
products. That’s what this 
book is about." 

This is not Cuoco’s first pub- 
lished book. In addition to 
authoring Investigations In 
Algebra - An. Approach to 
Using Logo, he is credited with 
editing two other books of con- 
tributed material. 

After graduating from 
Wilmington High School, Cuoco 
attended Boston College for 
undergraduate studies, 
received a Masters degree from 
Bowdoin College, and a PhD 
from Brandeis University. He 
taught in the Woburn School 
system for 24 years before tak- 
ing the reins at CME. 

The Cuoco family is by no 
means new to the town of 
Wilmington. His wife, Mickey, 
and his daughter, Alicia, both 
attended Wilmington public 
schools. His grandmother had

NEW RULING 
PROTECTS YOUR IRA 


The U.S. Supreme Court recently 
ruled that current federal bankruptcy 
law protect. individual retirement 

ts from creditors, Earlier lan 

protected Social Security bene: 
fits, 401(k) assets and company pen 
sions, but was vague about IRAs 
which ‘are often the largest retirement 
assets of middle-income Americans 
But the Supreme Court ruling does 
not seem to apply to Roths, though 
some states do exempt them 

The new bankruptcy law specifical 
ly addresses the protection of retire- 
ment savings in bankruptcy and 
includes IRAs among the retirement 
accounts shielded from creditors, It 
provides for a $1 million exemption 
for Roths as well as IRAs. 

The Court decision hinged on two 
issues: whether payments from an 
IRA were made on account of age— 
the judges said yes, noting the 10-per- 
cent penalty for early withdrawal; and 
whether an IRA was substantially 
similar to the protected retirement 
funds.

If you grew up in New England 
during the late 70's and early 
80's, before cable TV came on 
the scene, Channel 56 was a 
trusted and reliable friend.

We'd all lie down on the mus- 
tard yellow shag. carpeting 
(don’t judge; it was the 1970's) 
and just get ready to be scared 
out of our minds. We couldn't 
wait for the VOICE and theme 
music of the Creature Double 
Feature to come on. Looking 
back on it, those two items were 
sometimes the scariest part of 
the whole afternoon. The music 
was an edited version of 
"Toccata" by Emerson, Lake, 
and Palmer; an eerie, gothic 
sort of music with an over- 
whelming sense of inescapable 
doom. To this day it still puts 
"the fear" into me. 

The VOICE never appeared on 
camera, so his appearance was 
left up to our vivid imaginations. 

His name was Cecil and with 
that voice he had to be mis< 
shapen and grotesque. Perhaps 
he was created in a lab like 
Frankenstein, we used to won- 
der. Maybe he looked more like 
the hunchback. Every week we 
described him to each other and 
every one of us held an individu- 
alized image of his monstrous 
deformities, but we all agreed on 
two things...he scared the life 
out of us and we never wanted to 
meet him. 

Then, without warning, the 
clock would strike one o'clock 
and it would happen.

Phoooosh! 1,300 little kids 
would duck behind my sofa at 
the speed of light, leaving a few 
random Legos to hang momen- 
tarily in the air before falling to 
the floor. 

Not one of us had the courage 
to peak out as he announced the 
name of the two monster movies 
to be aired that day. In fact, I 
think most of us clenched our 
eyes shut tight until he stopped 
speaking. Only with the onset of 
the ominous theme music from 
some 1950's "B" science fiction, 
or straight up monster movie, 
would we dare to come out from 
the safety shield of a 1970's re- 
upholstered sofa. 

Those 1950's movies used to 
scare us to pieces.

Don't feed 
the geese!

forced to close the beach last 
Wednesday due to high bacteria 
levels. 

The grassy area located next 
to the town beach, on the Pond 
Street side, is currently an 
attractive area for geese. The 
area will undergo significant 
alterations to make it less 
"goose friendly." The grass will 
be replaced by sand with a veg- 
etative area abutting the park- 
ing lot to catch stormwater 
runoff. Residents are urged not 
to feed the geese and may be 

» assessed a fine by the Board of 
Health if caught doing so. 

According to Hartzel, feeding 
the geese not only encourages 
the nuisance, it is harmful to 
the geese. 

"Feeding geese shifts their 
diet away from more healthy 
vegetation and it delays their 
migration response, which is 
triggered, in part, by ‘a 
decrease in the food supply," 
Hartzel said. 

The Silver Lake improve- 
ments will showcase Low 


Impact Development (LID) 
techniques. The lake, which is 
a 285 acre “kettlehole lake" 
with a volume of approximately 
108 million gallons, is primarily 
fed by stormwater runoff from 
a watershed area consisting of 
approximately 132 acres. 

Impervious surfaces, such as 
buildings and asphalt-covered 
parking lots and streets, inhibit 
stormwater from reaching the 
groundwater system evenly. 
LID focuses on recharging 
stormwater back into the 
groundwater system in as close 
a manner as would have 
occurred prior to any develop- 
ment. The installation of 
porous asphalt in the parking 
lot, for instance, is one of the 
ways in which the Silver Lake 
Stormwater Improvement 
Project will implement LID 
techniques. 

A bioswale will be constructed 
in the southeast area of the lake 
in the vicinity of the fishing 
pier. A bioswale is a depression 
in the ground, rich with vegeta- 
tion, which acts as a natural fil- 
ter to help purify stormwater 
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runoff before it reaches the 
lake. 

A number of bioretention cells 
and raingardens, which are 
landscaped areas that use spe- 
cial soils and plantings to 
retain and filter stormwater, 
will be installed at various loca- 
tions around the lake. Rain gar- 
dens will be installed near the 
street edge on selected proper- 
ties along Silver Lake Avenue 
and Dexter Street, two streets 
that currently drain directly to 
the lake. All raingardens will 
be placed on town-owned prop- 
erty, but project managers are 
hoping for homeowners to par- 
ticipate in the maintenance. 

Bioretention cells will be con- 
structed in the town beach 
parking lot. The parking lot 
itself will be ¢ reconstructed 
using two types of porous 
paving materials, which allow 
stormwater to sink into the 
ground, reducing pollution from 
surface runoff, while promoting 
groundwater recharge. 

Thirty-five Wilmington resi- 
dents, from a pool of more than 
130, have been chosen to partic-

Dangerous telephone poles? 


At least one Tewksbury resident thinks so 


TEWKSBURY - Residents of 
South Tewksbury experience 
hours-long power outages with 
an alarming frequency. Many 
have tried to find a solution to 
the problem, only to wind up 
frustrated and resigned to the 
futility of the situation. Dave 
Fleming has had enough. 

“This is a quality of life 
issue,” Fleming said. , “All of 
my neighbors are tired of deal- 
ing with MassElectric, because 
they just don’t get anywhere.” 

According to Fleming, during 
a recent heat wave, he came 
home from work to find that 
the power had been out for 6 
hours. 


“My dog was lying on floor 
and couldn't move,” Fleming 
said. “I had to take him out to 
the swimming pool to get his 
temperature down. If I had 
been gone much longer, he 
would have been dead.” 

Fleming’s house on Laurie 
Drive lost power for 7 hours 
last Wednesday. As recently as 
July 8th he was without power 
for a 13 hour stretch. 

Fleming has been chasing 
MassElectric for months. 
According to Fleming, two 
MassElectric employees, 
Account Manager Robert 
Pendrake and Chief Engineer 
Irving Silverman, have told 
him that the frequency and 
longevity of South Tewksbury’s 
power losses results from the 
poor location of one particular 
“recloser control.” A recloser 
is a device, mounted on tele- 
phone poles in Tewksbury’s 
case, which can react to a short 
circuit by temporarily inter- 
rupting electrical flow and 
reconnecting a short time later. 
Silverman was on a scheduled 
vacation this week and was not 
available. 

“I gave Irv a month and a half 
to get something done,” 
Fleming said. “If it had-been 
taken care of, I never would 
have called the media.” 

According to MassElectric 
spokesperson Debbie Drew, the 
problem is not with the reclos- 
er “per se.” Instead, Drew says 
that the problem had been with 
the device that controls the 
recloser, which was replaced on 
June 26, 

“That should take care of the 
problem,” Drew said. “We can 
never say that there won't be 
an outage, but this should 
improve the situation. We are 
working and we are listening to 
our customers.” 

According to — Pendrake, 
reclosers are placed strategi- 
cally and one in question is 
exactly where it should be. He 
couldn't imagine where 
Fleming had heard that it was- 
n't. 

On Tuesday, July 26th, a 
motorist struck and split the 
telephone pole at the corner of 
Laurie Drive and Salem Road. 
MassElectric workers put a 
new pole in place, and secured 
a sizeable piece of the broken 
pole to the new pole with rope. 

“MassElectric did the rope 
repair last week and then left it 
hanging like that,” Fleming 
said. Indicating a hunk of con- 
crete lying beside the pole, 
Fleming said, “The kids have 
been climbing up on that and 
jumping up and hitting the 
(damaged) pole.” 

“The pole was temporarily 
made safe by using rope to

“Finally, a week later, all my 
calls got someone down here,” 
Fleming said. “As soon as I 
mentioned the Town Crier and 
Channel 5, they got right down 
here.” 

Fleming's calls included one 
to Tewksbury Town Manager 
David Cressman. According to 
Cressman, he did make a call 
to MassElectric on Fleming's 
behalf. 

After much _ discussion, 
Verizon representatives volun- 
teered to fix the pole. 

“Verizon's the only one I did- 
n't call and they were the first 
ones here,” Fleming said. 

The pole at the corner of his 
street is not the only one that 
Fleming is concerned with. He 
supplied the Town Crier with a 
photograph of a telephone pole 
leaning at nearly a 45-degree 
angle and located directly in 
front of the Trahan Elementary 
School. According to a conver- 
sation with Drew just before 
going to press, that pole was 
addressed on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Another photograph shows a 
broken pole, located across the 
street from Aubuchon 
Hardware on Main Street, 
secured by a 4x4 section of lum- 
ber and leaning precariously.

wobbled at his touch. 

Yet another pole located at 
the intersection of South Street 
and Hill Street shows a broken 
pole shoddily secured by a 4x4 
section of lumber. 

“If I didn’t run out of film, 1

“ast Boston, Neville decided to 
cruise by Williams’ former 
neighborhood in Chelsea on 
Friday, July 29. Neville spotted 
the car and alerted the 
Governor's Auto Theft 
Taskforce as to its whereabouts. 
Agents of the Theft Taskforce 
set up surveillance of the vehi- 
cle and awaited Williams’ 
return. 

At approximately 9:15 p.m. 
that evening, Williams was 
arrested while operating the 
vehicle, He was brought to the 
State Police barracks in Revere 
for booking and was brought 
back to Wilmington for ques- 
tioning. 

During his interview in 
Wilmington, Williams admitted 
to dozens of car breaks in town. 
He told officers that he 
remained consistently amazed 
at the number of people that 
left their cars unlocked with 
valuables inside and at the 
number of people that left car 
keys inside their 
Often times, a spare set of keys 
fitting a second car in the dri- 
veway was stored in the first 
car, thus enabling Williams to 
steal the vehicle without having 
to pop the ignition.

For 76 years Burlington's 
Emery Loiselle has brought 
new meaning to shooting 
straight and hitting the target 
and now he is reaching out to 
young people to show them the 
joys of-archery. 

“Archery is an individual 
sport,” Loiselle, co-owner with 
wife, Eileen, of Eryleen 
Archery Pro Shop, said. “Kids 
who couldn't make the football 
team can do archery.” 

He also sees archery as a 
great way for families to have a 
healthy activity they can do 
together. Over the years he has 
helped many families get start- 
ed in the sport. 

“My biggest clients are 
mothers and/or fathers with 
their kids,” Loiselle said. 

However, many of his clients 
are novices. In some cases the 
children have taken a liking to 
the sport after being introduced 
to it in summer camp. 


Ironically, none of the cou- 
ple's children or grandchildren 
has taken up the sport. 

He added, “When a person 
buys their bows and arrows 
here, I give them free lessons. 
Even if the person is an expert, 
they can always learn. some- 
thing.” 

They can definitely learn 
something from either Emory 
or Eileen, She is the 1987 
Massachusetts Women's 
Division State Champion. 

“We are both rated as 
experts,” Emery said. 

Ironically, Eileen did not 
realize she was good at archery 
until the couple were on their 
honeymoon some 62 years ago. 
At that time they entered a 
competition and found out how 
good Eileen is. 

After that, the couple 
entered competitions together 
for a number of years. 

“Eileen has won a lot more 
than I have,” Loiselle said. 

However, Emery is no 


slouch at the sport either. He 
is certified by the National 
Field Archery Association 
(NFAA) as an instructor and 
has been a lecturer and staff 
member at The’World Archery 
Center, where other instruc- 
tors learned their craft, until it 


* closed due the death of the 


founder. 

Loiselle first became inter- 
ested in the sport when he was 
eight years old. After going to 
the movies and -watching the 
on screen Indians shoot their 
bows and arrows. After the 
show, he would return to the 
family farm in Chelmsford 
and practice making his own 
bows out of sticks that fell 
from the Ash trees on the

farm. 

He sees the fact that 
archery is a good sport for 
both men and women as a part 
of its draw. The fact that peo- 
ple of all ages can participate 
as equals is another draw, 
according to Loiselle. 

When a new customer 
comes into the shop, Loiselle 
will show them a picture of 
Denise Parker, who he 
describes as “the best women 
archer in the world. He then 
tells them that Parker won the 
event at the Summer Olympics 
in 1988 when she was 14 years 
old. 

“I show her picture to 
young people when they first 
come in,” Loiselle explained, 
“to show them that anybody 
can do it.” 

Loiselle also supports 
Parker's latest efforts in pro- 
moting the National Archery 
in Schools Program (NASP) 
As a result of the program's 
efforts, according to Loiselle, 
that “...the State of Kentucky 
has archery in every school in 
the state.” 

He notes that several other

that status. However, the pro- 
gram has not yet reached into 
the northeast,

Since his days of crafting 
bows on the family farm, 
Loiselle has learned a lot more 
about working with wood 
After serving in the Navy dur- 
ing World War II, he became 
took lessons in shorthand (200 
words per-minute) and typing 
(80 words per-minute) and 
passed the test to become a 
court reporter 

However, he soon wanted to 
return to working with his 
hands, and took a job as a 
wood pattern maker in a metal 
shop. This job honed his skills 
as a bow maker. 

“L could do a beautiful job 
with a bow because I was an 
expert woodworker,” Loiselle 
said. 

He also enjoyed making 
improvements to things and 
would play with other peoples 
bow designs to see if he could

make them better. As a result, 
although he does’ not hold any 
patents, Loiselle claims the 
design of the: 

"Eryleen Pincer Release" 
when only one organization, 
NFAA, allowed release aids, 
and it had to be a one-piece 
device. 

"Emery's Monster Bow" 
shown on cover of “Bow and 
Arrow” Magazine (August 
1975), and “Doctor Your Own 
Compound Bow” 1976 (written 
by Loiselle), Several ideas 
were picked up from this bow 
by bow manufacturers, over 
the years. 

"Compound Crossbow" that 
probably planted the seed (see 
how-to article in BOW & 
ARROW Magazine April 1979) 
First commercial models were 
produced by 8 manufacturers 
three years later. 

“I never did this for a liv 
ing,” Loiselle said. “I always 
loved to innovate. I see some 
thing and I like to improve on 
it.”

MOVIE. 
“STEALTH” 
GRADE: ** 

The basic plot points in 
this film have been brought 
tu the big screen before back 
in the 1980s, in a movie 
called ‘War Games’, 

In that film, a new super. 
computer played the ultimate 
cat and mouse game with a 
young man, using real, 
active nuclear war heads in 
what amounted to a chess 
match for the fate of the 
planet. This time around, 
histead of a computer its an 
automated stealth fighter 
plane that develops a mind of 


its own. 

As the main good guy, 
Josh Lucas is a strong leader 
while Jessica Biel. and Jamie 
Foxx ¢ ar in roles so 
generic, it’s hard to believe 
this is Foxx’s follow-up to his 
Oscar-winning turn in ‘Ray’. 

Lucas' Ben Gannon leads 
an elite threesome flying a 
new class of stealth fighters. 
Just as Ben, Biel's Kara 
Wade and Foxx's Henry 
Purcell are about to go 
active, their boss, Capt 
George Cummings (Sam 
Shepard) informs them that 
they have another partner. 

Cummings _ introduces 


them to the UCAV 

Unmanned Combat Aerial 
Vehicle), also called EDI 
(Extreme Deep Invader), 
"Eddie" in polite conversa- 
tion. 

Time and geography in 
the screenplay by W.D 
Richter are compacted so 
the action seems to take 
place in little more than a 
night's work, though loca 
tions range from Rangoon to 
North Korea to Alaska 

About a minute and a half 
into their first test flight with 
Eddie, Ben and his gang are 
called to emergency duty to 
take out terrorists plotting to 


attack the United States. 

The mission is accom 
plished to such perfection, 
our heroes bring down a ter 
rorist-infested high-rise in 
the middle of a jammed 
cityscape with zero collateral 
damage. Eddie should be 
programmed to chant, "USA! 
USA!" at such news. 

But lightning _ strikes 
Eddie on the way home, turn: 
ing him into a self-aware 
warmonger hellbent on mak 
ing things explode. 

"Stealth" hurtles about the 
skies at a frenetic pace, the 
camera work so busy and 
action close-ups so blurry, 
it's often hard to tell what's 
going on. 

Beyond making each 
explosion bigger than the 
last, there's little creativity. 
At one point, planes race at 
impossible speeds down a 
narrow canyon.

"Bad News Bears" is as 
much a changeup as it is a 
remake of the beloved film 
starring Walter Matthau. 

That same _ off-speed 
tempo as a true change-up 
permeates the entire film 
though that probably wasn't 
director Richard Linklater's 
intention. The pacing stops 
and starts, the energy comes 
and goes, and never reaches 
the all-encompassing hilarity 
of Linklater's "The School of 
Rock."

“The Recreation 
Department came away a 
winner - three requests it 
sought in the capital budget 
were all granted,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Those were the repaving 
of the parking lot at Simonds 
Park ($50,000); the replace- 
ment of a 13-year-old dump 
truck with a similar model 
(at a cost of $40,400), and 
$101,125 to cover the cost of 
installing rest rooms at 
Rahanis Park. 

“The Simonds Park 
repaving was the evening’s 
only matter which required a 
standing count vote. There 
were 41 members in favor 
and 27 opposed (the night 
began with 92 of 108 mem- 
bers in attendance) which 
passed the article. 

“Capital Budget Chairman 
Walter Zenkin said his panel 
voted unanimously against 
the repaving. 

“We didn’t feel with the 
financial constraints we have

now that this was necessary, 
said Zenkin. ‘We felt we 
could just patch it,’ 

“But, Director of 
Recreation Maintenance 
Douglas Gillingham said that 
the lot needs repaving, and ‘I 
have worked for this town for 
over 30 years, and I cannot 
remember the last time it got 
repaved.’ 

“There is approximately 
42,750 square feet of asphalt 
in the driveway and parking 
lot, according to the backup 
material, ‘which is heavily 
used with all the activity tak- 
ing place year-round at 
Simonds Park’ 

“Moderator Phillip 
Gallagher quipped after the 
vote that he ‘was a junior in 
high school the last time it 
got repaved....” 


Assessing risks 
in Woburn 


“The Environmental 
Protection Agency's Boston 
office recently hosted a 
forum at the White 
Elementary School to release 
its findings from its investi- 
gation into contamination at 
the former Industriplex site 
in the northeast corner of the 
city,” notes the Woburn edi- 
tion of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle." 

“Despite findings of main- 
ly arsenic and benzene, EPA 
project manager Joseph 
LeMay reported the study 
results were mostly ‘good 
news’ 

“The next step is to 
release a feasibility study 
and proposed plan ‘to 
address human health risks 
from the  Industriplex 
Superfund site to the Mystic 
Lakes in Winchester and 
Medford. 

“While the Wells G and H 
and the Industriplex areas 
have been combined into one 


MATT 


Superfund site, the most 
recent study centers around 
the 245-acre Industriplex site 
off Commerce Way in the 
area of the Anderson 
Regional Transportation 
Center. 

“The risk assessment for 
the Wells G and H site was 
released in September 2004. 

“In addition to arsenic and 
benzene, the study also 
shows concentrations of 
trichloroethene and naphtha- 
lene in certain areas. 

“While the most contami- 
nated parts of the 
Industriplex site were capped 
hack in the mid 1990s, the 
contaminants are making 
their way downstream, par. 
ticularly during large rain 
events, with a good level of 
focus on the Halls Brook 
holding area just south and 
downstream of the capped 
area 

“The study looked at cur- 
rent and future health risks 
to both human health and the 
animals that live in the 
area...” 


Voting ‘yes’ in 


Tewksbury 


“.,.2,824 Tewksbury resi- 
dents, of 18,740 registered 
voters, turmed out to the 
polls,” notes the “Tewksbury 
Town Crier.” 

“John Mackey won the 
Board of Selectman race, 
beating out Douglas Sears 
who was up for re-election 
Sears received 1,231 votes, 
but Mackey took 1,562 votes 
to win. With the exception of 
Precinct 2A, Mackey won all 
precincts, 

“Eager to begin his new 
role, Mackey said, “I’m look- 
ing forward to the challenges 
of the next three years, and I 
thank everyone that came 
out and provided me with 
support.’ Mackey also intends 
to uphold his campaign 
promise. 

“'T made a promise that I 
would work hard,’ Mackey 
said. ‘I have every intention 
of following through. I look 
forward to working with the 
residents of the community, 
the Town Manager, fellow 
Selectmen, and the different 
boards and Department 
heads.’

Some in’s and out’s of sun safety 


With summer well under- 
way, many people find them- 
selves spending a great deal of 
time in the great outdoors, but 
with the-warmer months comes 
an increased risk of develop- 
ing problems associated with 
sun exposure. :

First, local health officials 
recommend that all individu- 
als, despite their skin's tenden- 
cy to either tan or burn, stay 
away from the sun’s rays dur- 
ing the peak hours of 10:00 
a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 

During this time period, the 
sun’s rays are the most power- 
ful and don't forget - it's does- 
n't necessarily have to be sunny 
outside in order to develop a 
sunburn! In hazy or even cloudy 
conditions, a large percentage 
of the sun’s ultraviolet rays 
still reach the earth’s surface. 

In addition, health officials 
also recommend that if you 
are going to spend time out- 
doors during the daylight hours, 
it’s a must that you block the 
sun using sunscreen, a para-
